The City Building Surveyor reported that the 
requirements in the proposed extension of the generating station 
at Pyrmont, providing additional engine-room and _boiler-house 
space, coal bunkers, chimney stack, and extension of the under- 
ground conduits, floors, foundations, flues, &c., would involve the 
following expenditure:—Buildings, 40,000/.; chimney-stack,

To obtain sufficient room for the lateral buildings on 
the right side the houses in the Via Valfonda (side of the station) 
will be pulled down. A new station at the end of the Cascine will 
be built to serve as a junction and the station at Rifredi will be 
considerably enlarged. 


In the ‘“‘ Nachrichten fiir Handel ” (Berlin) of 9th October appears

The following notes on the import trade in cotton and woollen 
goods at Erzeroum are extracted from the report (foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 4,115) on that Consular District for the year 1907 
by H.M. Consul at Erzeroum (Mr. H. 8. Shipley, C.M.G.) :-— 


In the article to which the preponderance of the United Kingdom 
in the import trade is almost solely due, viz., 

Cotton Goods. cotton goods of all kinds, foreign competition 
has in recent years made itself seriously felt. 

This is especially the case with prints, of which the United 
Kingdom formerly possessed the monopoly in the Erzeroum

market until the introduction of a German article called ‘‘ bazen,”* 
the reason of the success of which is not due to any deterioration 
in the quality of British prints, but to the fact that owing to the 
coldness of the climate, even in summer (Erzeroum is over 6,000 
feet above the sea level), preference is given to it by the inhabitants 
as being of thicker material. The demand for the British makes 
of velours flannelette has fallen off, although offered at the same 
price as the Italian article.* The Kurds, it appears, who are the 
chief purchasers of this velours flannelette, insist that the colours 
should be exceedingly bright and gaudy with the reverse side 
plain, as in the Italian pattern. The German article* in the same 
class of goods is sold at a somewhat higher price. The demand 
for velours flannelette increases steadily, the importation in 1907 
being as much as 25 per cent. more than that of the preceding 
year. 

The great majority of the orders for cotton goods are still placed 
on the old lines, viz., through the medium of the large wholesale 
houses at Constantinople. This, it is alleged by the Erzeroum 
merchants, is inconvenient and is a cause, moreover, of considerable 
expense, as it entails a visit every year to the former city. The 
reason appears to be that much easier terms of payment are 
accorded by the Constantinople houses than is the case with 
British firms, and a further and perhaps more important considera- 
tion is that the Erzeroum buyer, when at Constantinople, can 
choose for himself from the patterns which he considers are more 
likely to attract his customers. Unless, therefore, depdts of 
samples could be established at Erzeroum or Trebizond, there is 
no probability of the present system of ordering goods being 
discontinued. 

The British Vice-Consul at Van is informed that in that district 
also Italians and Germans have lately been entering into competi- 
tion with their cottons. He has forwarded samples* of the 
German and Italian cottons for which there is a demand in Van, 
which are of a variety that is not supplied by the United Kingdom. 
In all other varieties of cottons he is informed that the United 
Kingdom holds the market.

British trade to draw attention confidentially. The plan met 
with general approval, and last year, in order to attain more fully 
the purpose of the Board, namely, to reach all British manufac- 
turers or traders interested, it was decided, on the recom- 
mendation of the Commercial Intelligence Committee, to sup- 
plement the above-mentioned system by opening at the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., a 
Register of British firms who might desire to receive confidential 
information relative to their respective trades. The Register was 
opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names entered. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered on this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

The admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it, 
of any firm is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.), in order to ensure that those who are desirous of receiving 
such confidential information should first be in possession of all 
the official information relating to their particular trade which 
is published in that Journal.

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Mineral Production of the United Kingdon in 1907. 





The increase in the total value of the minerals raised during the 
year is accounted for by the increased output of coal and a rise in 
the average price of coal, viz., from 7s. 3°49d. per ton in 1906 to 
9s. in 1907. 

The total output of coal—267,830,962 tons—was the highest 
hitherto recorded. 

The quantity of coal exported, exclusive of coke and patent fuel, 
and of coal shipped fur the use of steamers engaged in foreign 
trade, was 63,600,947 tons, an increase of more than 8,000,000 
tons on the exports for 1906. France received over 10,600,000 
tons, Germany over 10,000,000 tons, Italy over 8,250,000 tons, the 
Netherlands over 3,750,000 tons, Sweden over 3,600,000 tons, and 
Russia, Spain, Denmark, Egypt, and Argentina each over 2,000,000 
tons. Adding the 2.968.501 tons exported in the form of coke and 
patent fuel, and the 18,618,828 tons shipped for the use of British 
and foreign steamers engaged in foreign trade, the total quantity 
of coal which left the country was 85,188,276 tons. The amount 
of coal remaining for home consumption was 182,642,686 tons, or 
4:14.2 tons per head of the population. 21,119,547 tons were used in 
the blast furnaces for the manufacture of pig-iron, as against 
20,836,795 tons in the previous year. 

The output of iron ore—15,731,604 tons—shows an increase of 
231,198 tons, and the value—4,433,418/.—an increase of 347,990. 
on that of 1906. The ore yielded 5,126,949 tons of iron, or more 
than one-half of the total quantity of pig-iron made in the country. 

Gold, iron, lead and silver show an increase, and copper, tin and 
zinc a decrease in the production for 1907, as compared with the 
preceding year.

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DEVELOPMENT OF ARGENTINE NATIONAL 
TERRITORIES. 


H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires reports that the Argentine 
Congress have passed a law, which was promulgated on 11th 
September and published in the “ Boletin Oficial” of 16th Sep- 
tember, with the object of developing the National Territories of 
the Republic. 

Article 1 of the law authorises the Executive to survey, construct 
and work the following railway lines :—(a) From Port San Antonio 
in the territory of the Rio Negro to Lake Nahuel Huapi; (b) from 
Port Deseado to connect with the above-mentioned line going to 
Nahuel Huapi, passing through the San Martin Colony, with a 
branch line to Comodoro Rivadavia passing through the Sarmiento 
Colony, another to Lake Buenos Aires, and another to the “ 16th 
of October” Colony in Chubut; (c) from Port Barranqueras on the 
River Parana to join the Central Northern Line at the point which 
may be found to be the most suitable, with a branch to the line 
from Anatuya to the Chaco; (d) from Formosa to Embarcacién, 
and (e) such other branches of the above-mentioned proposed lines 
as the Executive may deem necessary. 

Article 2 states that the gauge of the proposed lines shall be 
fixed by the Executive, and that the Department of Public Works 
shall have charge of their construction and working. By 
article 3 the lines are to be exempted from the legal dispositions in 
force regulating the time allowed for transporting goods. When 
the gross profit on the capital invested is over six per cent. and 
the Executive consider that the traffic requires it, the lines shall 
be declared to be first class railways and subject to the General 
Railway Law. The Executive are authorised by article 5 to call 
for tenders for the construction of the lines and to place the work 
directly in the hands of a contractor should they receive advanta- 
geous offers, or to carry out the work themselves. In the latter 
case they shall acquire the materials for construction and rolling 
stock by private or public tender, and in the former case they may 
also, if they think fit, acquire the materials and rolling stock by 
tender. 

Article 6 authorises the Executive, through the Public Works 
Department, to construct moles, warehouses and other appliances 
which may be necessary for the loading, discharging and storing 
of goods. 

Article 9 authorises the Executive to concede subventions to 
private shipping companies with a service to the southern ports, 
and for this purpose they may set aside 120,000 dols. gold (24,0001.) 
annually. 

Article 10 authorises the Executive to spend up to the amount 
of 3,850,000 dols. gold (770,000/.) in preliminary studies and 
carrying out the following works:—(a) Definite study of the 
necessary works to make the River Pilcomayo navigable through- 
out its course from parallel 22, and for the construction of a 
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Development of Argentine National Territories. 





navigable canal joining the higher with the lower reaches of the 
River Pilcomayo, on which work 100,000 dols. gold (20,000/.) may 
be expended. (b) Clearing and straightening the River Bermejo, 
the acquirement of a flotilla for its navigation, and construction of 
a telegraphic line in the same region. For this purpose 800,000 
dols. gold (160,000/.) may be spent. (c) Clearing and dredging 
the River Santa Cruz and the course of the Chubut as far as 
Rawson, on which works 450,000 dols. gold (90,000/.) may be 
spent. (d) Definite studies and construction of works for regulat- 
ing the waters of the River Negro in order to avoid floods in the 
valley of the same name, and to improve the navigable conditions 
of the river and the distribution of its waters for purposes of irri- 
gation. 2,000,000 dols. gold (400,000/.) may be expended under 
this head. (e) Definite studies of the River Colorado, its affluents 
and the lakes connected therewith, in order to ascertain how best 
to regulate the flow of the waters and retain them so as to have 
reserves for irrigation and preventing the river running too low. 
For this purpose a sum of 250,000 dols. gold (50,0001.) is allowed. 
(7) Studies of the ports on the Atlantic Ocean which will serve 
for the exportation of the products of the zone affected by the 
works authorised by the law. The sum of 250,000 dols. gold 
(50,000I.) is allowed for this object. 

Article 11 states that the works, studies, surveys, and acquisi- 
tions of materials shall be paid for in cash. To obtain the where- 
withal the Executive are authorised to make use of both home and 
foreign credit to the extent of 25,000,000 dols. gold (5,000,000/.). 
The sinking fund and interest on the loans effected will be guaran- 
teed by the lines constructed in virtue of the law, as well as by the 
sale of the public lands through which they run. 

Article 14 stipulates that State land affected by the law and 
suitable for agriculture shall be reserved until placed in communi- 
cation with commercial centres by the projected works or works 
which may be planned in the future, and that when alienated they 
shall be used for agricultural colonies in accordance with the laws 
in force. Article 15 states that the lands thus reserved shall not 
be sold until after the redemption of the cost of the works by which 
they are affected. In case any of the proposed works have not 
been commenced within five years the Executive are to inform 
Congress who will: then decide whether the lands are to be 
disposed of. Article 16 says that when the pastoral lands com- 
prised within the zone of influence of the proposed works are sold, 
the definite titles will be given when the auction is officially 
approved, and that they shall be held by the Government as 
guarantee for the payment of the total value of the sale under the 
conditions laid down in the organic law of the National Mortgage 
Bank. Article 17 permits payment of the lands to be made by 
half-yearly instalments of at least five per cent. of their value carry- 
ing interest at five per cent. per annum. ‘The first six-monthly 
instalment is to be paid at the time of the auction.

Law of 1905, providing that importations exceeding 100 dollars in 
value shall be accompanied by a consular invoice, and so forth. 

The proposed amendments of the customs tariff are those noted 
at p. 642 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” for the 25th June last, 
and, in addition, a proposal to reduce the customs duty on machinery 
and apparatus for mining and the reduction and smelting of ores by 
including them in paragraph 245 of the tariff at the rate of 5 per 
cent. ad valorem.

These regulations provide that, after the lst November, 1908, all 
commercial travellers wil! be granted permits (in prescribed form) 
enabling them to remove their samples from one Colony to another 
within the Customs Union, such permit to take the place of the 
present Customs Union forms. Authority will be given to all 
Customs or Railway officers to accept bond fide commercial 
travellers’ samples for despatch and to grant delivery of the same 
upon presentation of the permit. 

Every commercial traveller must obtain the permit from the 
Customs. It will be available for one journey only, and must be 
handed in to the Customs in the Colony of issue immediately on 
return. 

The Regulations, which give the prescribed form of permit on 
which all sales or diminishment of samples effected en route are 
to be endorsed, may be seen at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

BOLIVIA. 


The Acting British Consul at La Paz (Mr. J. Watson) has for- 
warded the following memorandum relating 
to the railways of Bolivia in operation and in 
course of construction, and their connection 
with the railway systems of the adjoining 
Republics :— 

Main Line.—In Bolivia there are about 400 miles of main lines 
in operation and it is now possible to travel direct from Lake 
Titicaca, in the north, to Antofagasta vid Oruro. 

Branch Lines.—F rom Oruro branch lines are being constructed 
to Cochabamba and Potosi—on the former 10 miles and on the 
latter 15 miles of earthworks have already been completed. Sur- 
veying has been finished and the respective routes decided upon for 
the lines from Potosi to ‘Tupiza and from La Paz to Puerto Pando. 

Peru-Chile.—The railway from Peru starts from Mollendo and 
ends at Puno (330 miles). From Puno by steamer (16 hours) 
across Lake Titicaca to Guaqui (Bolivia); Guaqui to La Paz, vid 
Viachi, 60 miles; Viachi to Qruro, 128 miles; Oruro to Uyuni,

Republics. 
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195 miles; Uyuni to Chilian frontier, 109 miles; thence to Anto- 
fagasta, 275 miles; making in all a distance of about 700 miles 
from La Paz to Antofagasta. 

Argentine.—The Central Northern Railway of Argentina is com- 
pleted and is in operation from Jujuy to Quiaca, on the Bolivian 
frontier, a distance of 175 miles. This extension was begun in 
1903 in the face of great engineering difficulties. It is now 
possible to send merchandise from Buenos Aires to the Bolivian 
frontier by rail (1,200 miles). 

The Argentine Government holds the right, by virtue of an 
agreement with Bolivia, to continue the railway to Tupiza (52 
miles), whence a line is projected to Uyuni (125 miles) to connect 
with the Antofagasta railway. 

The line from Jujuy and Salta (Gran Chaco) runs as far as 
Yacuiba, but all works appear to be in abeyance for the present. 

Paraguay.—Surveying parties have been out for two years on 
the line from the Rio Paraguay to Santa Cruz, but up to the 
present only a few kilometres of rails are reported to be laia. 

Brazil_—Preliminary works on the railway from Brazil to the 
Beni region of Bolivia, in the north, have been started. This line 
will be some 308 miles in length.

CYPRUS. 

A Supplement to the “ Cyprus Gazette” of 18th September pub- 
lishes the annual report of the Director of 
Origanum Oil. Agriculture for the year 1907-8. In this it is 
stated that the former contract for the distilla- 
tion of origanum oil having terminated, a new agreement was 
entered into for five years with another contractor. The forest 
area in which the collection of the origanum plant may be made 
has been increased, and there is a prospect of a correspondingly 
larger yield of oil. The total quantity distilled in 1907 was 636 
okes, or about 1,766 lbs. Owing to some delay in starting work, 
the quantity of oil extracted fell short of what might otherwise 
have been obtained. It is pointed out that the Cyprus origanum 
oil contains a good percentage of carvacrol, a valuable constituent 
which is not difficult to extract. Efforts will be made during the 

year to put a small quantity of this on the market.

PORTUGAL. 


With reference to the notices which have appeared in the issues 
Furth of the “ Board of Trade Journal” for 19th 
p ord December last (p. 584), 30th January, 1908 
ae (p. 245), and 21st May (p. 421), respecting 
to Insurance i a Pe 
iia a Law and Supplementary Decrees regu- 
lating the conduct of imsurance business in 
Portugal, the Board of Trade have now received from H.M. Ambas- 
sador at Lisbon, through the Foreign Office, a translation in 
English of an Article in the Portuguese Budget Law, and of a 
further Decree dated 25th September, 1908, containing certain 
amendments of the earlier Law and Decrees. 

These amendments include the following reductions of deposits 
required to be paid by native and foreign insurance companies in 
Portugal : — 

(a) From 75,000 to 50,000 milreis in respect of life insurance 
business. 

(6) From 50,000 to 25,000 milreis in respect of various branches 
of assurance business other than those in paragraph (c), and 

(c) From 25,000 to 12,500 milreis in respect of marine, postal, 
and transit assurance, and other assurances the period of which 
is generally under one year. 
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Companies carrying on business in more than one branch of 
insurance will only be called upon to pay one deposit —the highest 
applicable. 

Concessions are also accorded in connection with the calculation 
of the mathematical reserves during the first ten years of the 
existence of a life insurance company, the lodgment of reserve 
funds with the Department of General Deposits, and appeals from 
decisions of the Ministry of Finance to the Supreme Administrative 
Tribunal. 

The provisions of the Decree of 23rd April, 1908, as to an 
extension of time for the payment of deposits by foreign companies 
are annulled, and they now have up to 31st December next to make 
their deposits and to apply for authority to continue their business. 
‘that date also cicses the period within which both native and 
foreign companies may constitute their reserve funds. Certain 
other amendments of the previous legislation are also enacted. 

The translation of the Article and further Decree in question

PORTUGAL (MOZAMBIQUE). 


The Belgian Consul at Lourenco Marques reports to his Govern- 
ment that the postal authorities of the province

of Mozambique have called attention to the

ep riaene absolute necessity of addressing correspondence 
_— intended for that port, to Louren¢o Marques, and 
not to Delagoa Bay, inasmuch as mistakes frequently occur owing 
to the similarity between the name of Delagoa Bay and that of 
Algoa Bay (Cape Colony). 
The Consul adds that after Ist September, 1909, the Portuguese 
Administration will decline all responsibility in regard to the 
distribution of correspondence still addressed to Delagoa Bay. 





ITALY (SICILY). 


The following observations on the prospects of trade in Sicily have 
been received from the British Vice-Consul at 
Trade Prospects. Palermo (Mr. W. A. Morrison) :—- 
‘The country is faced with the prospects of 
a bad winter. 

‘The American vine stock, planted because they were considered 
immune from phylloxera, have fallen victims to that scourge. 
Whether this is due to local climatic conditions or to drought 
remains to be proved. A Royal Commission is enquiring. There 
is scarcely any sale for wine. 
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‘The olive crop has failed entirely in Sicily. The consequence 
to the lower classes, who feed on olives and olive oil, is disastrous. 

«The bean crop, which was phenomenal, was entirely lost owing 
to the generation of an insect which destroyed the plants. 

“The wheat harvest appears only to have been good in the 
mountain districts. 

‘ Since the crisis in the United States and the milder weather 
which has prevailed there (the absence of late frosts), Sicily has 
done no trade worth anything in citrus products. The citrate of 
Lime trade does not yet appear to be benefitting by the promises of 
the creation of the recently authorised Combination. 

“The sumach trade is far from prosperous owing to the impro- 
vidence and want of foresight of the exporters, who are not careful 
enough as to the quality exported, so that the product has become 
unreliable in quality. A good deal of this is also due to foreign 
buyers, who demand an inferior article. 

‘The sulphur industry is in a bad way, stocks increasing and 
sales decreasing. ‘Tio 3lst August only 282,553 tons had been 
exported during this year, whilst the stock had reached 556,157 
tons.” 





PANAMA. 


The following information respecting trade-marks and patents in 
k a Panama is taken from the report* on the trade 
Trade-marks and Of that Republic in 1907, by H.M. Minister at 
wamnene. Panama (Mr. ©. C. Mallet, 6.M.G.). 
l'rade-marks.—A manufacturer’s trade-mark cannot be registered 
by a foreign subject unless it it has been already registered in the 
country where the applicant is established. A copy of the original 
registration, authenticated by a Panama Consular officer, or in his 
absence by the Consular officer of a friendly nation, must accom- 
pany the request, together with three specimens of the trade-mark 
to be registered. A legalised power of attorney is also requisite, 
and care should be taken to furnish a clear explanation of every 
pertinent detail which constitutes the trade-mark. ‘The whole 
legal process occupies about two months. Government and agency 
fees amount approximately to 12/. for the registration of each 
trade-mark. 
Patents—A similar sum for Government and agency fees is 
charged to register a patent, to which must be added an additional 
charge of 1/. per year for each year the registration is to be effective.
